for awhile and then moved 
back to the U.S, where she 
met and married Peter Mc- 
Ara, in New York,

from Victoria, 


Because Mr, McAra'‘s 
health was failing, they went 
back to Scotland, but ‘It 
seemed so small, we did 
not like it anymore,’ So in 
1911 the McAra's left Glas- 
gow on the 20th of May, 


arriving in the Mannville, 
Alberta, area on the 5th of 
June, Four years later her 
husband passed away, and 
Mrs, McAra moved to Ed-

It was originally announ- 
ced that residents of St, 
Albert and Sherwood Park 


would have to accompany 
their Edmonton neighbors 
through the inspection 
centre, which is being oper- 
ated by the City of Edmonton 
under the auspices of the 
provincial government, 

But Stan Rodway, direc- 
tor of the centre, said Tues- 
day that Minister of High- 
ways Gordon Taylor later 
ruled that the two suburbs

would not come under the 
Edmonton centre's juris- 
diction, 

Mr, Rodway said, how- 
ever, that St, Albert and 
Sherwood Park would pro- 
bably not escape the inspec- 
tion program for long, 

‘It will eventually be 
compulsory throughout the 
province,’’ he said, ‘‘Test- 
ing stations will be set up 
at many rural points,”’ 

It is believed, however, 
that St, Albert will at least 
be exempt until some time 
in 1970, 

Besides Edmonton, test- 
ing centres are at present 
operating in Grande Prairie 
and Red Deer, 

Mr, Rodway said Edmon- 
ton residents have not been 
exactly beating down the 
doors to get into the centre, 
but he attributes this to the 
cold weather, 

In its first two weeks of 
operation the centre tested 
only 3,500 vehicles, 665 of 
them rechecks, The centre, 
open from 8:30 a,m, to 9:30 
p.m, Monday through Fri- 
day, can test from 800 to 
1,000 cars a day, 

This could cause a tre- 
mendous rush come the 
March 31 deadline for 1960 
vehicles or older,’’ Mr, 


Rodway said, adding that 
owners would be liable for 
a fine if fourid operating 
vehicles without a safety 
Sticker after the deadline, 

Vehicles of 1960 or older 
must be inspected by March 
31, Vehicles from 1961 to 
1963 must be inspected by 
June 30 and 1964 and 1965 
models must be inspected 
by Sept. 30, All vehicles 
must be inspected by Dec, 
31, 

If everything is in order 
a safety sticker, good for 
one year, will be affixed, 
If a vehicle fails on any of 
the 84 points in the test, 
the owner will have 14 days 
to correct it before retest- 
ing is required, A vehicle 
will be allowed a maximum 
of four tests, If it still fails, 
it will be taken off the road, 

Owners must pay $2 for 
the first test and $1 for 
retests, 

A vehicle damaged in an 
accident must be reinspec- 
ted within 48 hours of being 
put back into service, 

Mr, Rodway said about 
50 per cent of the vehicles 
are passing the test first 
time through and about 94 
per cent on the first re- 
checks,

The St, Albert Fish and 
Game Association is con- 
tinuing the fight it started 
last fall against the pro- 
posed Bighorn Dam which 
would sit on the NorthSask- 
atchewan River about 80 
miles west of Rocky Moun- 
tain House, 

A delegation from the 
association presented apet- 
ition to Lands and Forests 
Minister Henry Ruste last 
week, asking for cancella- 
tion or relocation of the 
dam, 

The delegation claimed 
the dam, which would flood 
part of the Kootenay Plains, 
would have serious affects 
on big-game populations, 

The delegation pointed 


out that the government had 
originally said that 9,000 
acres would be flooded, but 
that recent announcements 
indicate that now 13,700 
acres Will be, 

Association president 
Gordon Kirby headed the 
delegation, Others init were 
Don Hayden, vice-president; 
Arnim Zimmer, director of 
the good and welfare com- 
mittee; and Gordon Stretch, 
a member of the good and 
welfare committee, 

Also present were heith 
Everitt, MLA and member 
of the association, and Gor- 
don Kerr, chief wildlife bio- 
logist for the province whose 
presence was arranged by 
Mr, Ruste,
